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Tax Deductions for Celiacs 


If you or one of your depen¬ 
dents has celiac disease and you 
itemize your deductions, the extra 
costs due to gluten-free dietary 
restrictions may be taken as a 
medical expense. 

Gluten-Free Food and Travel 
Expense 

You may deduct the cost of 
Gluten-Free (GF) food that is in 
EXCESS of the cost of the gluten 
containing food that you are 
replacing. For example, if a loaf of 
gluten-free bread costs $5.00 and 
a comparable loaf of gluten con¬ 
taining bread costs $2.50, you 
may include in your medical 
expenses the excess cost of $2.50. 

The full cost of special items 
needed for a GF diet may be 
deducted. An example is the cost 
of XANTHAN GUM (methyl 
cellulose) used in GF home baked 
items, which is completely differ¬ 
ent than anything used in a stan¬ 
dard recipe. 

If you make a special trip to a 
specialty store to purchase GF 
foods, the actual cost of your 
transportation to and from the 
store is deductible. If you used 
your vehicle for this purpose dur¬ 
ing 2011, you may deduct 19 
cents per mile for January through 
June or 23.5 cents per mile for 
July through December. In 2012, 
you may deduct 23 cents per 
mile. You may include tolls and 
parking fees. 

The full cost of postage or 
other delivery expenses for GF 
foods made by mail order are 
deductible. 

If you are audited you may 
need a letter from your doctor 
indicating that you have Celiac 
Disease and must adhere to a 
Gluten-free diet for life. You will 
also need substantiation of the 
expenses in the form of receipts, 
cash register tapes or cancelled 
checks for your GF purchases and 
a schedule showing how you 
computed your deductions for 
the GF foods. 


The total amount of your 
deduction for GF foods should be 
added to your other medical 
expenses that are reported on 
Schedule A of your form 1040. 
Do not include your doctor's let¬ 
ter, your receipts or your schedule 
showing how you computed your 
deduction. Save these documents 
which should be submitted only 
in the event you are audited by 
the IRS or your state's taxing 
authority. 

Please consult your tax pre¬ 
parer when calculating your 
deductions, and refer them to the 
publication below. If you are 
audited and the auditor tells you 
that these items are not deduct¬ 
ible, refer the auditor to the fol¬ 
lowing:

• Revenue Ruling 55-261 

• Revenue Ruling 76-80 

• Cohen 38 TC 387 

• 67 TC 481 

• Fleming TC MEMO 1980 
583

Medical Education Expense 

IRS Publication 502 provides 
that "...you may include expenses 
for admission and transportation 
to a medical conference relating 
the chronic disease of yourself, 
your spouse, or your dependent 
(if the costs are primarily for and 
essential to the medical care)." 
This has been ruled to include the 
registration of yourself, your 
spouse and your celiac depen¬ 
dent. However, you may not 
deduct the costs for meals and 
lodging while attending the med¬ 
ical conference. 

For the final determination 
for what is tax deductible, refer to 
IRS ruling 2000-24 and IRS Pub¬ 
lication 502. 

The worksheet will assist you 
in keeping track of your GF 
foods, travel or medical education 
expenses.

Would you like to learn disas¬ 
ter response skills and volunteer 
to fill key roles during times of 
disaster? Would you like to be 
part of Pendleton County Emer¬ 
gency Managements Communi¬ 
ty Emergency Response Team 
(CERT)? CERTs are formed by 
individuals who want to be better 
prepared for the hazards that 
threaten their communities. 
They’ve proven themselves to be 
an active and vital part of the 
county’s preparedness and 
response capability. We currently 
have a small group of people who 
make up Pendleton County 
CERT and they were a tremen¬ 
dous help, filling various roles, 
throughout the aftermath of the 
March tornado. 

The demands of a disaster 
response may overwhelm conven¬ 
tional emergency resources. Fol¬ 
lowing a major emergency, factors 
such as the number of victims, 
communication and utility fail¬ 
ures, and road blockages may 
prevent people who have called 
911 from immediately getting the 
help from emergency services that 
they have come to expect. People 
may have to rely on each other for 
help in order to meet their imme¬ 
diate life saving, life sustaining 
needs until emergency response 
professionals can get to them. A 
trained CERT is important dur¬ 
ing these times. 

Pendleton County is partner¬ 
ing with Boone County on an 
upcoming CERT training class. 
The class was put together for 
those individuals who are inter¬ 
ested in becoming part of a 
CERT. It is designed to help these 
citizens protect themselves, their 
families, and their neighborhoods 


in emergency situations. CERT is 
a Boone/Pendleton County Citi¬ 
zen Corps program. Information 
on the National program can be 
found at www.citizencorps/cert 

The CERT course involves 
classroom and hands-on training 
designed to teach preparedness 
for hazards that may impact our 
area and basic disaster response 
skills including utility manage¬ 
ment, small fire suppression, 
medical assistance, searching for 
victims safely and how to orga¬ 
nize an effective team. Those who 
complete the training will get a 
certificate and be assigned to the 
Pendleton County team. Training 
will be held at the Boone County 
Emergency Operations Center in 
Burlington. Dates and times for 
the training are as follows:

As co-chair 
of the Task Force 
on the Unified 
Juvenile Code, 


we have begun meeting to review 
the Unified Juvenile Code - the 
statutes under which juveniles are 
charged and judged - along with 
other statutes impacting the juve¬ 
nile justice system and consider 
what changes may be needed to 
safeguard our communities and 
improve how we address the needs 
of troubled juveniles. The study 
group includes legislators, judges, 
school representatives, and county 
officials, all of whom are concerned 
with efficient operation of the juve¬ 
nile justice system which should 
provide treatment and rehabilita¬ 
tion while not compromising pub¬ 
lic safety. Issues emerging in the 
first meeting included efficient use 
of court resources, determination 
of court jurisdiction, detention, 
and school/court coordination 
regarding habitual truancy. We 
heard from Northern Kentucky 
District Judge Karen Thomas about 


an innovative and cost-saving pilot 
project that resolved juvenile issues 
without the need to proceed to full¬ 
blown court hearings. A final report 
which will hopefully recommend 
statutory changes that will better 
serve the children and the public is 
due before the 2013 Session. 

The Interim Joint Committee 
on Natural Resources met on 
Thursday. The Commissioner of 
Environmental Protection gave the 
committee an overview of the 
department’s responses to the 
E.P.A.’s expanded enforcement of 
the Clean Water Act. He also dis¬ 
cussed the higher bonds the mining 
companies will have to pay to be 
able to mine in Kentucky. Both 
these examples were used by several 
of the legislators as more evidence 
of the federal government’s onerous 
and job-killing regulations on an 
industry that provides Kentucky 
with low utility rates. It is because 
of coal that we have a competitive 
advantage as a state and we cannot 
lose sight of that. 

Many of you have read here and 
in other news sources about the 
problems that have come with the 
too-quick implementation of Med¬ 
icaid managed care. I and the rest 
of the Senate Leadership team met 
this week with the new Secretary of 


Family and Health Services Audrey 
Haynes. She is aware of the con¬ 
cerns and has taken several steps to 
correct the situation. For example, 
her office is facilitating meetings 
between the companies and provid¬ 
ers such as hospitals. If you are 
experiencing problems, please feel 
free to call the Cabinet at 1(800) 
372-2973. 

I was invited to address a con¬ 
ference of first responders in Cin¬ 
cinnati. I emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of emergency communica¬ 
tions, particularly across bureau¬ 
cratic lines, in a crisis situation. 
With the lines of storms that raked 
our area earlier, I cannot underline 
advance preparation enough. 

I was pleased to receive the 
2012 Community Fitness Cham¬ 
pion this week from the American 
Heart Association, Kentucky Can¬ 
cer Consortium, Kentucky Youth 
Advocates, and the YMCA Youth 
Association for my sponsorship of 
Senate Bill 110 during the 2012 
Kentucky General Assembly. SB 
110 encourages schools in Ken¬ 
tucky to share facilities with com¬ 
munity members and agencies dur¬ 
ing non-school hours by extending 
the same protections from liability 
that they have during the school 
day to after hours. While it is 


always gratifying to have one’s 
efforts recognized, what is impor¬ 
tant to me is the attention the bill 
focused on the important role 
schools can fulfill in making Ken¬ 
tucky a healthier place to live, work 
and play. I was also honored to 
receive a proclamation from the 
City of Southgate for working with 
them to make U.S. 27 safer in our 


city. 


Finally, and most importantly, I 
want to let you know about the 
very special event I spoke at to 
begin my week. I attended the 
dedication of the Private First Class 
Brandon T. Pickering Memorial 
Highway (River Road) in Ft. 
Thomas. Private Pickering, a 
hometown boy with much prom¬ 
ise, went back home to his Lord 
after injuries sustained fighting 
enemy forces in Afghanistan. As we 
celebrate his life and achievements, 
it is also important that we have a 
constant reminder what sort of 
sacrifice the freedom we all enjoy 
requires and involves.

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 



For education 
and agriculture 
alike, August is a 
month of antici¬ 
pation. Farmers

mer’s weather 
will have in the 
fall on their 
crops, while stu¬ 
dents wonder what a new school 


year will bring. 

The outlook for many farmers, 
of course, is well known. Hot, dry 
conditions during June and July - 
while helped a little from some 
welcome rain last month - have 
been devastating in fields across the 
commonwealth. The U.S. Dept, 
of Agriculture has designated 28 
counties, almost all in Western 
Kentucky, as drought disaster areas. 
All told, 33 states have at least one 
county qualifying for federal 
drought assistance. 

Last week’s US DA report 
reflected the true impact of the 
weather, when it found that three- 
fourths of Kentucky’s corn crop 
was poor or very poor. Nearly half 
of our soybean crop fell in those 
same two categories, though on the 
bright side, more than a fifth was 
declared to be good or excellent. 

Tobacco, meanwhile, has seen 
somewhat of a comeback. What 
could have been one of the worst 
growing seasons in years instead 
now appears to be on track for 
what University of Kentucky 
tobacco specialists are calling close 
to average. The state’s yield this 
year is expected to be about 2,000 
pounds an acre. 

Not surprisingly, the problems 
faced by farmers this year have 
been and will continue to be a key 


topic during meetings of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly’s Agriculture and 
Small Business Committee, which 
I co-chair. 

This month, as we have in past 
years, my fellow committee mem¬ 
bers and I will travel to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair, which began 110 
years ago. This venue does a great 
job of highlighting agriculture and 
educating the public, especially our 
students, about all that the state has 
to offer. Some of my fondest mem¬ 
ories are visiting there when I was a 
child. 

Speaking of education, Ken¬ 
tucky has gotten some good news 
in this area in recent weeks. Last 
Wednesday, for example, we 
learned that the state’s graduation 
rate has risen three percentage 
points during the last several years. 
The need for that to climb even 
faster is there, though, since about 
one in five high school students 
still does not graduate with his or 
her class. That’s a key reason why 
we in the House have been trying 
to raise the drop-out age from 16, a 
move that more than 30 other 
states have already made. 

Last month, meanwhile, a 
report by the state’s Council on 
Postsecondary Education issued its 
latest report on the progress we’re 
seeing after high school. 

In some cases, we are doing 
quite well. Between 2010 and 
2011, for example, the number of 
adults getting their GED went up 
10 percent, and we’re seeing solid 
gains in the number of associate 
degrees and master’s degrees. More 
and more Kentuckians are embrac¬ 
ing technology as well, based on 
the increases in online courses. 

Some areas that remain a chal¬ 
lenge include getting more high 


school students ready for college, 
helping students get the financial 
assistance they need and increasing 
outside sources of revenue for 
research and development by our 
universities. 

It has been 15 years since the 
General Assembly overhauled our 
postsecondary schools and set a 
series of goals to reach by the year 
2020. If that seemed a long way 
off then, it doesn’t now. In many 
ways, though, we’re doing exactly 
what we had hoped, while recog¬ 
nizing the need to do more during 
the next eight years. I believe these 
goals are still achievable, however, 


because of the great work done by 
our teachers and support staff.

Protect you vision or it can be lost or damaged in the blink of an eye 


Important benefits of breastfeeding 


That's how quickly it can 
happen - in the blink of an eye. 
You have no time to react. That's 
why it's so important to protect 
your eyes from harm. 

According to the American 
Academy of Ophthalmology, an 
estimated 90 percent of eye inju¬ 
ries are preventable with the use 
of proper safety eyewear. Even a 
minor injury to the cornea—like 
that from a small particle of dust 
or debris—can be painful and 
become a life-long issue, so take 
the extra precaution and always 
protect the eyes. If the eye is 
injured, seek emergency medical 
help immediately. 

When we think of eye protec¬ 
tion, we tend to think of people 
wearing hard hats and lab coats. 
We often forget that even at 
home, we might find ourselves 
dealing with similar threats to our 
eyes. 

Dangerous chemicals that 
could burn or splash the eyes 
aren’t restricted to chemical labo¬ 
ratories. They’re also in our garag¬ 


es and under our kitchen sinks. 
Debris and other air-borne irri¬ 
tants are present at home, too, 
whether one is doing a home 
construction project or working 
in the yard. 

The debris from a lawn mower 
or “weed wacker,” for example, 
can be moving at high speeds and 
provide no time to react. Some 
sports also put the eyes at risk of 
injury from foreign objects mov¬ 
ing at high speeds. 

The best ways to prevent inju¬ 
ry to the eye is to always wear the 
appropriate eye protection. The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics reports 
that approximately three out of 
every five workers injured were 
either not wearing eye protection 
at the time of the accident or 
wearing the wrong kind of eye 
protection for the job. 

To be effective, eye wear must 
fit properly and be effectively 
designed to protect the eyes based 
on the activity being performed. 
The Occupational Safety Health 
Administration (OSHA) has 


standards that require employers 
to provide their workers with the 
appropriate eye protection. 

According to these standards, 
you (or anyone who is watching 
you work) should always wear 
properly fitted eye protective 
gear, such as safety glasses with 
side protection/shields, when: 

•Doing work that may pro¬ 
duce particles, slivers, or dust 
from materials like wood, metal, 
plastic, cement, and drywall 
•Hammering, sanding, grind¬ 
ing, or doing masonry work 
•Working with power tools 
•Working with chemicals, 
including common household 
chemicals like ammonia, oven 
cleaners, and bleach 

•Using a lawnmower, riding 
mower, or other motorized gar¬ 
dening devices like string trim¬ 
mers (also called “weed wacker” 
or “weed whip”) 

•Working with wet or pow¬ 
dered cement 

•Welding (which requires 
extra protection like a welding 


mask or helmet from sparks and 
UV radiation) 

•“Jumping” the battery of a 
motor vehicle 

•Being a bystander to any of 
the above 

It’s also recommended that 
you protect your eyes from injury 
when participating in certain 
sports, including: 

• Indoor racket sports 

• Paintball 

• Baseball 

• Basketball 

• Hockey 

• Cycling 

• Riding a being a passenger on 
a motorcycle 

The eyes also need to be pro¬ 
tected from prolonged sun expo¬ 
sure, so have sunglasses with UV 
protection at hand. If you’re put¬ 
ting on sunscreen, you should 
also be wearing sunglasses with 
UV protection. 

Make the extra 
effort to protect it. 


For stay - at- home moms, kids going back to school can be a lonely time 


Empty nest syndrome is 
something that we most com¬ 
monly hear about afflicting par¬ 
ents of a certain age. Their last 
child has finally left home to go 
off and start his or her own life, 
and the parents are left with an 
empty house and face the end of 
their time as active parents. Much 
is made of this time in life. Par¬ 
ents are told that they are enter¬ 
ing a second phase of life; they 
can retire, move into a smaller 
home, travel or make new friends. 
The opportunities are boundless. 
While some people do have trou¬ 
ble adjusting, many make the 
most of this chance. 

But there is a second kind of 
empty nest syndrome that we 
don't ever hear very much about. 
This is the empty nest of the stay- 
at-home mom/dad (for the sake 
of clarity in this article I will take 
the viewpoint of mom) who is 
sending her youngest child to 
school full time. For the first time 
since she had her first child she 
suddenly finds herself without 
the demands of being a full-time 
mother. No children wanting 
mommy to play with them, get 
them snacks, read to them. No 
children to put down for a nap or 
take to the park on a sunny after¬ 
noon. This can be a very difficult 
time in the life of a mother as she 
struggles to redefine herself in her 
new role. She may wonder what 
she should do now that she finds 
herself with several hours of child 
free time every day for nine 
months. 

There are several options 
available to moms in this situa¬ 
tion, all of which have their pros 


and cons. If she was previously in 
the work force she might consider 
going back to work part time or 
full time. This would give her the 
satisfaction of contributing in a 
monetary way to the family 
instead of just in an emotional 
way. This could be a good time to 
return to her pre-childbirth 
career. However, the down side is 
that she may be forced to put her 
child in daycare before or after 
school and she may need to miss 
activities that she would other¬ 
wise be available for. 

An alternative to returning to 
the work force in a bricks and 
mortar business is to either find a 
job which she can do from home 
or to start her own business. 
These options would allow her to 
still be available to her children 
but may decrease her flexibility a 
bit, depending on the demands of 
her job or business. But the mom 
who is used to staying at home 
may find this to be the easier 
solution as she is can contribute 
both financially and emotionally. 

Substitute teaching can also 
be an option. Many states these 
days have such a demand for sub¬ 
stitutes that they are allowing 
those with a 4-year college degree 
in any subject to substitute teach 
without a teaching certificate. 
This can be a good option because 
you are earning a wage and are 
still on the same schedule as your 
child. In many areas you are able 
to work as many or as few days as 
you wish. If a child is sick or you 
have an appointment you can 
always turn down work. The 
downside is that you may go sev¬ 
eral days without working, 


depending on the needs of the 
district you substitute in. 

Another option that many 
mothers explore is going back to 
college to start a degree, finish a 
degree or gain an advanced 
degree. This can be a challenging 
option for many reasons. Money, 
of course, is the primary reason. 
Taking out loans to pay for col¬ 
lege or finding another way to 
pay to tuition can be very intimi¬ 
dating, especially in these tough 
economic times. Also carrying a 
full course load while trying to 
still be a mom can be tricky. But 
you are expanding your horizons, 
gaining new knowledge or just 
learning about a subject that has 
always interested you. Plus you 
are teaching your child that you 
value education and you can do 
your homework side by side with 
your child. 

For those who don't wish to 
return to work or school there is 
volunteering. Organizations are 
always in need of volunteers, be it 
soup kitchens to help feed the 
hungry, literacy programs to help 
teach people to read, church 
groups or even your childs’ 
school. Someone, somewhere will 
be grateful that you took a few 
hours out of your day to lend 
your time and skills to help. This 
is a great option because most 
organizations are willing to work 
around your schedule and find 
jobs that fit your particular skills. 
In a time when school budgets 
are tightening many schools are 
relying on parent volunteers to 
fill in and help in the classrooms. 
There are no monetary rewards 
but you are still filling the same 


emotional role that you did when 
you had children at home. All 
that is required of you is your 
time. But if you volunteer you 
have to be committed because 
non-profit organizations count 
on their volunteers and if you say 
you are going to be there they 
need you to be there. 

Not every stay-at-home mom 
is going to feel the need to leave 
the house when her child goes 
back to school. Many moms are 
perfectly happy staying home, 
taking care of the house and pur¬ 
suing their own hobbies. Maybe 
joining friends for lunch, going 
to a reading group or taking up 
bowling. Their new free time 
allows them to get back in touch 
with the person they were before 
the children came and start doing 
their own thing again. If this is 
the route you choose it could be a 
good time to discover a new 
interest. Maybe you really enjoy 
refinishing furniture and can now 
immerse yourself more fully in 
this hobby. 

There can be a lot of anxiety 
involved in redefining yourself 
when your children go to school. 
Many of us who are stay-at-home 
moms define ourselves in our 
mom role and not in our indi¬ 
vidual role as woman. So when 
faced with the change we may 
find ourselves adrift in the over¬ 
whelming reality that we now 
have time for ourselves. Just 
remember that you have many 
options and you will be able to 
find the solution that fits both 
your needs and the needs of your 
family.

In honor of World Breastfeed¬ 
ing Week Aug. 1 -7, the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health is 
working to emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of providing support for 
breastfeeding families. This mes¬ 
sage extends to fathers, family 
members, friends, employers and 
other key individuals who can 
play a role in the effort to build a 
supportive network for breast¬ 
feeding mothers. 

“We encourage mothers to 
breastfeed to ensure that infants 
are getting the nutrition they 
need to grow and thrive,” said 
Health and Family Services Cabi¬ 
net Secretary Audrey Tayse 
Haynes. “Even the most commit¬ 
ted mothers can struggle to suc¬ 
cessfully breastfeed when they 
don’t have the kind of support 
system they need at home, at the 
workplace and in the community. 
If we want to send the message 
that breastfeeding is important 
and improve our breastfeeding 
rates, we need to support mothers 
who choose to breastfeed.” 

Medical and professional orga¬ 
nizations worldwide emphasize 
breastfeeding and the importance 
of support for new mothers. Sim¬ 
ilarly, public health has partici¬ 
pated in programs, such as the 
Business Case for Breastfeeding, 
that have assisted businesses with 
the implementation of breastfeed¬ 
ing-friendly policies. 

“Families and friends can play 
a role by offering encouragement 
and assistance at home,” said Fran 
Hawkins, director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Women, Infants and Chil¬ 
dren nutrition program. “Even 
with that support at home, con¬ 
tinuing breastfeeding after return¬ 
ing to work is a tremendous chal¬ 
lenge.” 

Four steps are encouraged to 
make work environments more 
conducive to breastfeeding: sup¬ 
port from managers and cowork¬ 
ers; flexible time to express milk 
(around 10 to 15 minutes three 
times per day); education for 
employees about how to combine 
breastfeeding and work; and a 
designated space to breastfeed or 
express milk in privacy. 


Public health officials stress 
that continuing breastfeeding 
after returning to work is often 
necessary to meet the recommen¬ 
dations for optimal infant nutri¬ 
tion. The World Health Organi¬ 
zation, American Academy of 
Pediatrics and other medical orga¬ 
nizations recommend that babies 
are exclusively breastfed for the 
first six months of life, and con¬ 
tinue to be breastfed, along with 
other food sources, for at least a 
year. 

The World Breastfeeding 
Week 2012 slogan “The Road to 
Lifelong Health Begins with 
Breastfeeding” focuses on the life¬ 
long health benefits that breast¬ 
feeding provides to both mothers 
and babies. 

The Kentucky Women, 
Infants and Children (WIC) 
Breastfeeding Peer Counselor 
Program provides support and 
information for prenatal and 
breastfeeding mothers to help 
ensure good health for Kentucky’s 
babies. The program operates 
through local health departments 
and provides one-on-one counsel¬ 
ing, information and round-the- 
clock guidance for mothers new 
to breastfeeding. 

Kentucky law protects women 
who wish to breastfeed their 
babies in public. This law permits 
a mother to breastfeed her baby or 
express breast milk in any public 
or private location. This law also 
requires that breastfeeding not be 
considered an act of public inde¬ 
cency or indecent exposure. 
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Separation anxiety tips for parents of school children 



There are plenty of kids who 
don’t enjoy school, but for some 
primary school children the issue 
can be due to stress and anxiety 
over being separated from their 
parents. There’s always at least 
one child in every class who suf¬ 
fers from separation anxiety - and 
it’s distressing for all concerned. 
How many parents have finally 
managed to extricate themselves 
from their howling child, only to 
fall in a heap themselves when 
they reach the car? 

Primary school children who 
regularly get distressed when 
being left at school are often clas¬ 
sified as having separation anxiety 
disorder. This can sound serious, 
but in nearly all cases, the child 
will improve over time — with the 
occasional relapse. 

It’s natural for your young 
child to feel anxious when you 
say goodbye. Although it can be 
difficult, separation anxiety is a 
normal stage of development. 
With understanding, patience, 
and coping strategies, it can be 
relieved—and should fade as your 
child gets older. 

There’s lots of advice out there 
on how to deal with it - but 
understanding your child and 
working on some commonsense 
strategies to deal with it is some¬ 
times the best approach. 

Try these tips to break the cry¬ 
ing at drop-off cycle: 

* Explain beforehand your 
drop-off procedure so she is com¬ 
pletely aware of what will hap¬ 
pen. And then tell her when 
you’ll be back, and from where 
you’ll be picking her up. 

* Involve your child’s class 
teacher in the process as she will 
be left with your crying child. 

* Don’t hang around at school 
or prolong the goodbyes. You 
may need to run through the 
pick-up process again. 

* Never sneak out - make sure 
she knows you’ve left. 

* Try to appear relaxed with a 
happy or calm expression. 

* Set up a reward chart in which 
your child works towards some¬ 
thing special, putting a sticker on 


each day she separates from you 
without too much trouble. 

It’s worth nothing that for 
some kids, the crying and howl¬ 
ing at drop-off can last for weeks 
and may reappear after school 
holidays for a few days. 

Separation anxiety disorder is 
not a normal stage of develop¬ 
ment, but a problem character¬ 
ized by extreme distress when a 
child is away from the primary 
caregiver. Unlike the occasional 
worries that children may feel at 
times of separation and separa¬ 
tion anxiety disorder causes fears 
that limit a child’s ability to 
engage in school life. 

Separation anxiety disorder 
can get in the way of kids’ normal 
activities. 

Children with this disorder 
may: 

* Refuse to go to school. A child 
with separation anxiety disorder 
may have an unreasonable fear of 
school, and will do almost any¬ 


thing to stay home. 

* Display reluctance to go to 
sleep. Anxiety may make these 
children insomniacs, either 
because of the fear of being alone 
or due to nightmares about sepa¬ 
ration. 

* Complain of physical sickness 
like a headache or stomachache. 
At the time of separation, or 
before, children with this disor¬ 
der often complain they feel ill. 

* Cling to the caregiver. Chil¬ 
dren with separation problems 
may shadow you around the 
house or cling to your arm or leg 
if you attempt to step out. 

While in most cases worries 
about separation simply pass as 
children adapt to school life, if 
you think your child needs some 
help dealing with her anxiety, see 
a health professional such as a GP 
who can refer you to a child psy¬ 
chologist or even an anxiety clin¬ 
ic.

KSP Asks Drivers to Pay Attention to School Bus Activity 


Summer break ends for thousands 
of Kentucky students this week as they 
head back to school. For many chil¬ 
dren, getting to and from school will 
take place on a school bus. Unfortu¬ 
nately, every year children are injured 
and even killed in school bus related 
crashes. 

Last year, Kentucky had 1,627 
school bus related crashes resulting in 
506 injuries and five deaths. With 
school starting in many communities, 

KSP Spokesman Tpr. Michael Webb is 
urging motorists to be alert for loading 
and unloading school buses. 

“Nothing strikes fear in trooper’s mind like getting a call that there 
has been a bus related crash,” says Tpr. Michael Webb. “As a parent 
myself, I know how precious those children are and when they get on 
the bus, you place their safety in someone else’s hands.” 

“Many parents worry about their child’s safety once they set foot 
on the bus, but many of the injuries happen on the road outside of the 
bus,” says Webb. 

"As motorists, we need to take extra caution anytime we are in the 
vicinity of a school bus. Stop, slow down and look for children who 
may be loading or unloading from the bus" says Webb. 

Webb says he thinks distracted drivers and those who speed in 
school zones often put children in more danger than anything else. 

“Texting while driving and using a cell phone often take a drivers 
attention from the road,” he says. “Many times inattentive drivers may 
not see stops signs, reduced speed limit signs or even the flashing lights 
of a school bus.” 

KSP is asking all motorists to be extra cautious as schools open this 
month and especially when maneuvering around school buses. 

“It is a good reminder for all of us that we need to take extra pre¬ 
cautions to get our children to school safely and law enforcement will 
be strictly enforcing speed zones in and around schools to ensure that 
happens.” 

Kentucky law states that if any school bus used in the transporta¬ 
tion of children is stopped on a highway for the purpose of loading or 
unloading passengers, with the stop arm and signal lights activated, the 
operator of a vehicle approaching from any direction must stop and 
not proceed until the passengers have loaded/unloaded and the bus has 
been put in motion. 

Passing a school bus while it is loading or unloading is a class B 
misdemeanor for the first offense and a class A misdemeanor for the 
second offense. 

“As parents, we must reinforce proper school bus safety procedures 
with our children and this is the perfect time of year to talk with 
them,” adds Webb. 

KSP encourages parents to review the following schools bus safety 
rules. 

Rules for getting on and off the school bus getting on and off the 
school bus: 

• When waiting for the bus, stay away from traffic and avoid rough¬ 
housing or other behavior that can lead to carelessness. Do not stray 
onto streets, alleys or private property. 

• Line up away from the street or road as the school bus approaches. 

• Wait until the bus has stopped and the door opens before stepping 



i onto the roadway. 

• Use the hand rail when stepping 
onto the bus. 

• If you have to cross the street in 
front of the bus, walk at least ten feet 
ahead of the bus along the side of the 
road, until you can turn around and 
see the driver. 

• Make sure that the driver can see 
you. 

• Wait for a signal from the driver 
before beginning to cross. 

• When the driver signals, walk 
across the road, keeping an eye out for 
sudden traffic changes. 

• Do not cross the center line of the road until the driver has signaled 
that it is safe for you to begin walking. 

• Stay away from the bus’ rear wheels at all times. 

• Children should always stop at the curb or the edge of the road and 
look left, then right, and then left again before crossing. 

• They should continue looking in this manner until they are safely 
across. 

• If students' vision is blocked by a parked car or other obstacle, they 
should move out to where drivers can see them and they can see other 
vehicles — then stop, and look left-right-left again.

Studies show that it's"It f s cool to be kind,,,again " 


We think that we know “cool” 
when we see it—but do we? Case 
in point: At the mall the other 
day, I happened to be standing 
near a group of highschoolers 
when a teenaged girl walked by, 
holding her kid brother's hand. 
We all heard her say, "Before we 
meet up with Mom, why don’t we 
surprise her and get her some of 
those flowers she likes?" Then one 
of the highschoolers turned to 
her friends and said, "Oh, wow! 
That's cool." 

That was a surprise to me. 
When I was a teen, cigarettes and 
the Grateful Dead were cool. Be¬ 
fore that, fast cars with fins and 
the bad-boy image of James Dean 
were cool. But buying flowers for 
your mom? That was so-o-o not 
cool. Except that now it really is, 
according to new research. Today, 
cool still lives—but it's no longer 
the same as the historical idea of 
coolness as a rebellious, tough, 


risk-taking, aloof youth. 

To define today's cool, the re¬ 
searchers conducted three separate 
sub-studies that involved a total 
of 918 volunteers. Though par¬ 
ticipants ranged in age from 15 to 
56, most were college age. In the 
first study, participants were asked 
to list five to eight characteristics 
that they associated with coolness. 
In the second study, using a list 
of 90 adjectives generated in the 
first study, participants rated these 
characteristics in terms of their 
coolness and their social desirabil¬ 
ity. In the third study, friends of 
the participants from the previous 
studies rated those people on their 
coolness and other personality 
traits. 

Surprising finding: In all three 
studies, a significant number of 
participants associated coolness 
with adjectives that focused on 
positive, socially desirable traits— 
for instance, friendly, caring, 


competent, confident, generous, 
talented, intelligent and ambi¬ 
tious. Although darker adjectives 
such as rebellious, tough, ironic 
and thrill-seeking showed up on 
the rankings of what’s cool today, 
they were far less prominent than 
the positive traits. (BTW, when I 
inquired, researchers told me that 
they had not found a new term 
with the same meaning as the old¬ 
er, darker definition of coolness.) 

What does it all mean? These 
days, positive coolness trumps 
negative coolness. Keeping this in 
mind may help you relate better 
to the younger people in your life. 
Or it may even inspire a change 
in a long-held concept of coolness 
that has kept you stuck in un¬ 
healthful patterns—for instance, 
by shedding your old “smoking is 
cool” mind-set, you may find the 
motivation to give up the ciga¬ 
rette habit you’ve had since you 
were a teen.

Are We All One in Jesus Christ?

As we move inexorably toward 
another polarizing presidential elec¬ 
tion, it is worth taking a moment to 
reflect on the effects of such polariza¬ 
tion. We are a divided country, filled 
with cultures at war with other cul¬ 
tures and within themselves. Not just 
Republicans and Democrats, but 
rich-poor, urban-rural, black-white, 
progressives-conservatives, and many 
more. What is the endgame of such 
chronic conflict? 

There was a time when we could 
make the case that conflict, especially 
conflict of ideas, was a good and nec¬ 
essary thing. We do not agree on 
everything. Talking about our dis¬ 
agreements produces better effects 
than letting them fester into hate. So 
conflict, managed conflict, helps cre¬ 
ate societies that function well. 

I believe there is still truth in such 
an argument, but am also becoming 
increasingly convinced that some¬ 
thing is going on today that makes it 
moot. The public and private con¬ 
flicts we see happening today do not 
eventuate in agreements, or even 
agreements to disagree, but in com¬ 
mitments to more conflict. Conflict 
has ceased being a means to an end, 
and has become an end in itself. We 
fight one another not to achieve 
peace or freedom or unity or other 
laudable ends. We fight one another 
in the expectation that we will keep 
on fighting. 

What kind of a culture does this 
chronic conflict create? Aside from 
the obvious answer that it will lead to 
more of the same, what does chronic 


conflict lead toward for people who 
see what is going on and want to stop 
it? Are we doomed to participate, or 
is there a way out? 

We have always had conflicts of 
one sort or another, of course, and we 
have always had “ways out.” I grew 
up in the sixties and my generation 
opted out by living on the streets of 
San Francisco, or forming utopian 
communities, or starting house 
churches—all in the name of drop¬ 
ping out of institutions we saw as 
part of the problem. 

In other eras, people dropped out 
of unjust economic systems by 
becoming “free-riders” or by creating 
“black markets” for proscribed goods 
or cheaper prices. In order to avoid 
restrictive political parties, the idea of 
a “third party” is often tried (and usu¬ 
ally found wanting). Usually these 
efforts fail in themselves, but create 
the conditions that bring about 
reform in the unjust political, eco¬ 
nomic, or social structures they seek 
to replace. 

What is worrying about our cur¬ 
rent divisions, however, is a pervasive 
sense of hopelessness that such 
reforms have any chance of work¬ 
ing—that our divisions can be over¬ 
come, or at least coped with, and that 
our larger society can be made pro¬ 
ductive again. One of the downsides 
of globalization and computers is 
that “dropping out” of society and 
working in the margins is almost 
impossible. With “big brother” 
watching there is almost no place to 
run, no place to hide. Hopeless. 

Hopelessness usually breeds fan¬ 
tasies, and we have our share of those.

Jimmy Buffet sings of pirates and 
Willie Nelson sings of cowboys, ide¬ 
alizing cultures that have dropped 
out and are free. Survivalists take to 
the woods and try to live off the grid: 
The system cannot be fixed; let’s wait 
until it fails, and then rise from the 
ashes. Instead of putting our money 
under the mattress, we stash it in off¬ 
shore back accounts. These are 
indeed fantasies and either do not get 
enacted or fail entirely. 

What to do? I am convinced that 
the church has an important role to 
play in helping us through this par¬ 
ticular dark night. The church realiz¬ 
es that this is not ultimately a prob¬ 
lem of politics or economics or social 
concern, even though it usually takes 
those forms. At root it is a spiritual 
problem, exacerbated by our theo¬ 
logical tendency to ignore the ulti¬ 
mately transcendent nature of our 
faith, or as the apostle Paul put it, 
“this world is not our home.” We 
tend to domesticate the remnant of 
transcendence that we still cling to, 
reducing our problems to material 
ones (politics, economics) or psycho¬ 
logical ones (rooted in alienation or 
anomie). 

"We are all one in Christ Jesus” 
may sound hopelessly pietistic, per¬ 
haps even escapist, but until we 
embrace the idea (or are embraced by 
it), all our other efforts will fail miser¬ 
ably. With it, however, we have the 
anchor that makes our efforts at 
political reform and social change, 
realistic and worth doing. It is the 
only story we have to tell. We are the 
only ones telling it.

Fall: the third gardening 
season 

Late summer and fall offer a 
third growing season for the home 
gardener, though both new and 
experienced gardeners often over¬ 
look the opportunity to extend the 
bounty of the home garden by. 
Spring gardening is marked by 
relief that winter is over, with the 
anticipation of warmer weather. 
Summer gardening brings its own 
joys, with longer days and the natu¬ 
ral cycle of rain and sun that helps 
plants yield ripe, delicious fruits 
and vegetables. But with some 
planning, fall can provide just as 
much enjoyment as spring and 
summer, and you can extend the 
harvest well into the cooler months. 

One of the benefits of continu¬ 
ing with a fall garden is that you 
have already worked and prepared 
the planting site and soil, so the 
hard part of preparing for planting 
normally done in the spring is over. 
The ground has been worked, 
weeds are under control, and fertil¬ 
izer and mulch are already distrib¬ 
uted. You may need to add a bit 
more nitrogen for later plantings of 
vegetables, but otherwise every¬ 
thing is in place, and you are work¬ 
ing in a rhythm. 

Fall vegetables are harvested in 
early September. The first leg of 
your fall garden can be part of your 
summer succession gardening plan. 
Succession gardening staggers the 
ripening date and harvest so you 
have a steady flow of fresh food, 
rather than an overwhelming flood 
of vegetables that sometimes go to 
waste. Good options for a late suc¬ 
cession planting include an early- 
maturing variety of sweet corn and 
bush beans. The second leg of the 
fall crop consists of cool-season 
crops that grow well during cool 
fall days and withstand frost, such 
as turnips and parsnips. 

Keep in mind that although 
days continue to be warm, nights 


are cool, which slows growth and 
maturation. When buying seed for 
fall planting, remember to check 
the average days to maturity. Select 
varieties with shorter maturation 
periods. Because we have warm 
days and cool nights during a typi¬ 
cal Kentucky autumn, some vegeta¬ 
bles, such as sweet corn and cole 
crops, thrive, developing excellent 
levels of sugar and crispness. 

The fall garden can include: 

• Root vegetables: beets, carrots, 
rutabaga, parsnips, turnips 

• Tender lettuces: bibb, endive, 
leaf lettuce 

• Hearty greens: collards, kale, 
mustard greens, spinach, and tur¬ 
nip greens 

• Cole crops: broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, Chi¬ 
nese cabbage 

• Other vegetables: bush-type 
green beans, snow peas, sweet corn, 
kohlrabi 

Gardeners who want a lengthy 
harvest can use polyethylene row 
covers in the fall to extend the har¬ 
vest of frost-sensitive crops such as 
tomatoes, peppers and cucumbers. 
The row cover traps heat and pro¬ 
tects the plant from killing frosts 
but beware that on warm, sunny 
days the row cover must be venti¬ 
lated to protect plants from excess 
heat. Some plants, such as herbs, 
can be planted in containers and 
brought inside or moved to a pro¬ 
tected area when there are hard 
frosts. You can use cold frames in 
much the same way, with the cover 
propped open during the day so the 
plants receive light, and closed at 
night. Using any combination of 
these methods can extend your 
gardening season by several weeks, 
well into the fall.

By participating in 
4-H, youths develop many essential 
life skills including responsibility, 
leadership and self-esteem. 

You can get involved in 4-H several 
ways by participating in clubs or 
completing projects. Clubs provide 
youths a chance to practice leader¬ 
ship skills while making new 
friends. Topics vary across the state 
depending on local youths’ inter¬ 
ests, and range from animals to 
communications to financial man¬ 
agement. From science to crafts, 
youths of all ages and abilities will 
find something that interests them 
in 4-H projects. By completing 
projects, youths not only develop 
new interests and hobbies but also 
important skills such as self-confi¬ 
dence, time management and criti¬ 
cal thinking. While the deadline 
has passed for state fair entries this 
year, youths can get a jump start on 
next year’s project by joining 4-H 
this month. 


In addition to clubs and proj¬ 
ects, 4-H offers numerous in-school 
and after-school programs for 
youth. 4-H youth development 
agents make many visits to county 
schools throughout the year to offer 
hands-on learning. Many times 
they reinforce subjects youth are 
learning in school, but they also 
provide information on topics such 
as character development, fitness 
and healthy eating. 

After-school programs offer fun, 
hands-on activities for youths in a 
safe environment. Programs differ 
among communities depending on 
area 4-H’ers needs and interests, 
but some possible subjects include 
healthy living, communications, 
family and consumer sciences, 
environmental and earth science, 
plants and animals, science and 
technology and leadership. By par¬ 
ticipating in any of these programs, 
youths learn how to set goals, make 
sound decisions and resolve con¬ 
flicts.

Hopefully after six 
weeks she can get back into her 
braces. Verena had this same sur¬ 
gery done and has had very good 
results with it. Verena is able to 
detassel corn but she always wears 
her brace to work. I think we need 
to order her a new one, though. 
She has had this one for nine 
months and it is starting to rub her 
skin. It will have to be a little big¬ 
ger. She doesn’t have to wear her 
brace if she is not running or 
doing too much walking. 

Wednesday, Joe, the six young¬ 
est children and I went to go help 
Emma and Jacob prepare for 
upcoming church services to be 
held at their home. Verena did not 
have to detassel that day so she 
went with us. Elizabeth was on 
her cleaning job and Susan went 
detasseling. Joe worked on the 
new patio at Jacob’s while our 
three boys drove our horse Dia¬ 
mond and our one-horse manure 
spreader to help haul manure all 
day. The girls and I washed walls 
and furniture in their house. 

Once things slow down a little 
bit we want to butcher our older 
laying hens. I will can those for 
broth.

Consider purchas¬ 
ing cookbooks with appetizing 
recipes that you want to try or ask 
your friends for tried and true reci¬ 
pes that you know your family will 
love. This will save time and money 
at the grocery store. Look in the 
pantry and refrigerator to see what 
you have leftover that could be 
used again. Using leftovers saves 
money and prevents the loss of 
foods to spoiling. To save time 
while cooking, consider combining 
made-ahead frozen dishes with 
easy-to-prepare side dishes. 

It’s important to take into 
account the nutrition offerings of 
each meal. Think of meal patterns 
by what your family needs the most 
of in the way of nutrition. Since 
eating five to nine servings of fruits 


and vegetables is a big challenge for 
many families, start with a fruit 
and/or vegetable and then decide 
on a protein dish that will compli¬ 
ment your choice. Include a hot or 
cold vegetable that goes well with 
the main dish. Select a hot or cold 
beverage, remembering to meet the 
daily milk requirement. Finish 
with a dessert such as fresh fruit, 
yogurt or pudding. Desserts are 
not always needed, but if you 
decide to include one, consider the 
number of calories in it. 

Healthy meals should be color¬ 
ful and tasty, using delicious blends 
of flavors and textures. Consider 
using a crisp food with a soft food 
for a scale of texture. The use of 
color helps make a meal satisfying 
too. If the main dish needs color, 
serve it with a colorful vegetable or 
salad. Combine bland flavor with a 
zesty food; use seasoning to bring 
out taste and flavor. Remember to 
serve hot foods hot and cold foods 
cold. For example, serve hot pork 
chops with cold applesauce. Make 
the meal balanced with hearty and 
light foods but also offer a variety 
of choices. Vary methods of prepa¬ 
ration for the same type of food 
served more than once in the same 
day. And finally, create a pleasant 
setting that promotes good conver¬ 
sation between family members. 

Taking the time and effort to 
prepare a great meal can be a 
rewarding experience for you and 
your family members and could 
become an important, lasting tradi¬ 
tion.

Better: The so-called “chem-free” 
sun-protection products, which con¬ 
tain zinc oxide and/or titanium diox¬ 
ide, are most appropriate for women 


with a history of melasma, said Neal 
B. Schultz, MD, an assistant clinical 
professor of dermatology at Mount 
Sinai School of Medicine and author 
of It’s Not Just About Wrinkles. These 
products are not carbon-based, so 
they do not absorb UV rays—instead, 
they work by blocking or reflecting 
rays, as a mirror would. 

Are you thinking that the thick, 
white smears from such mineral- 
based products look almost as bad as 
the melasma itself? In the past, that 
may have been a concern. But today 
these products are made with tiny 
micronized mineral particles that are 
too small to reflect visible light, so 
they blend into the skin invisibly, Dr. 
Schultz noted. These particles won’t 
clog pores, either, so you don’t have to 
worry that they’ll cause blemishes. 

Bottom line: The term "chem- 
free" may not appear on product la¬ 
bels. So to get the right sunscreen for 
your melasma-prone skin, look at the 
active ingredients list on the label to 
be sure that the product’s only active 
ingredients are zinc oxide and/or ti¬ 
tanium dioxide. Just a pea-sized dab 
will take care of your whole face.
